Nu  Precise  Detalrs  of  Motives 
1(11  Troops'  Action,  But  Ex- 
tension of  Fighting  Is  Not 
Lxpected 


LONUOX.  Nov.  20.-  Addi- 
lioiial  lU'ws  of  tbc  Kliar- 
lum  mutiny  from  official 
report*  fi|iow8  that  it  was  much 
more  srri<>U'^  than  at  first  appar- 
ent and  entailed  numerous  casu- 
alties in  the  confused  fighting 
whirl)  followed  .\cting  Sirdar 
lluddle^ton's  courageous  but  in- 
effectual facing  of  the  armed 
mutineers  and  his  attempt  to 
reason  with  them  before  giving 
the  order  to  overpower  them. 

There  are  atUl  no  predae  detalla  of 
the  motlvea  for  tha  mutiny,  but  there 
appear*  to  hare  been  no  repetttion  or 
extension  of  It.  Acoerding  to  the 
latent  advlcea,  both  Kgypl  at\d  the 
Sudan  remain  tran<iull.  Tlie  Htudenls' 
agitation,  however,  ntlil  in  throaten- 
Ing  and  all  efforU  by  the  aulhorltlea 
to  paelfy  them  are  frultleoa.

The  principle  ooderlyipg  the  pgttitft 
r»iscd  by  Mr.  J.  Hinch)iffe  Jn  W« 
madlncac  to  the  Budvet  resolution 
i«  tke  Provincial  Legislature  if  «  very 
t^iout  one.  In  effect,  that  principle 
14  th«  right  of  the  Lcgitlature  to  be 
protected  by  »uch  safeguard*  that 
Orders-.n-Council  cannot  override 
)#i«Utioii.  TMi  rifht,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  is  iiiherr't  The  law  is 
fundamental  in  the  toiisutution— the 
Utm  that  th^  LictitWMAt'GoTcrnor-in- 
Coiincil  "can  neither  alter,  add  to, 
nor  dispense  with,  any  exiatmg  law 
of  the  UtML"  Where  alterations  and 
aiditioOl  have  been  made  to  existing 
alatlltei^  as  in  the  case  of  the 
llothcra*  Pensiona  Act  which  formed 
tl|e  basis  of  Mr.  Hinchliffc  s  resolu- 
tion, then  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the 
Legislatura  to  interpose  nd  call  ta 
account  the  Ministers  who  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  abuse  or  excess  of 
executive  authority. 

';It  can  be  readily  conceived  that 
unless  there  is  such  ricidity  in  legis- 
lative enactment  that  this  rigidity 
ctn  only  be  relaxed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture itself,  there  always  exists  the 
possibility  that  Ministers  in  charge 
of  the  enforcement  of  Acts  can  be- 
come the  instruments  of  oppression 
or  niisgovernmcnt.

One  tiling  that  brought  about  the 

downfall  of  the  Labor  Government 
in  Britam  was  the  fact  that  its  lead- 
ers believed  themselves  to  be  the 
only  saviors  of  the  country.

Alison  waa  born  In  Toi  ryburn. 
FIfeshire.  In  IISX.  She  had.  even  aa 
a  young  girl,  a  groat  store  of  tales 
about  tho  poraooutad  Covenanters, 
aome  of  whom  were  her  anooators. 

They  were  stern  people,  but 
"Cummy"  was  tender-hearted.  The 
fearful  little  hoy  was  lo\ed  .is  hep 
own  ihlld  When  he  awakened  |n 
the  dark.  sliiriii.v  iilRhts  "Cummy" 
was  always  ready  to  soothe  and  com- 
fort him.  He  was  only  a  baby  eigh- 
teen months  old  when  Alison  came 
to  his  father's  house,  and  she  Htayed 
with  his  mother  long  after  he  hud 
left  tho  nursery. 

Tho  storloa  Alison  told  him  about 
tho  Covenantors  were  treasured  In 
the  mind  of  her  bpy  and  reappeared 
to  delight  the  world  in  many  of  his 
books  Though  she  was  an  old 
woman  when  the  great  author  fell 
HI  In  Samoa,  she  offered  to  go  out  to 
nurse  him.  We  are  told  th.Tt  he 
kissed  the  letter  many  times,  though 
he  could  not  let  her  come. 

It  is  almost  thirty  years  since  U. 
I..  Stevenson  was  buried  at  Valllmi. 
"Cummy"  lived  eleven  years  longer. 
She  was  taken  by  ono  of  his  cousins 
to  BOO  a  memorial  dadloatod  to  him 
by  friends  and  admirers  eight  years 
'  after  he  had  been  laid  away.  Those 
who  noticed  "Cummie"  saw  only  a 
little  old  woman  dressed  In  blaok, 
but  :in  long  an  the  great  author  is 
remembered.  the  loving,  lender 
lu'iirt  of  this  woman  who  served  hini 
as  a  child  will  be  venerated.

.  l.s  .ind  other  insectf.  he  HWallows 
then)  all.  The  parxAn  bird  in  i^cldom 
eeen,  for  hlH  home  is  in  the  deep 
forest  9Ut  of  the  way  of  man  and  his 
carefully  hidden  nast  In  a  hollow 
tree  is  not  often  found.  He.  alao  la 
protected  by  Che  Qovernmeat. 

Tho  wild  wood- pigeon  is  another 
loVely  bird.  Hla  plumage  ia  a  dark 
grey  with  ulmoel  every  shade  of 
bright  colora  Interwoven  In  lt«  wings 
When  he  Is  flying  his  Ki'udy  t  iied 
wings  are  indeed  a  lovely  picture. 
The  wood-pl^eon  Is  also  booomlng 

rare. 

The  Kiwi  la  anothor  aattvo  bird. 
The  name  is  Maori  and  la  pronounced 
(Kee-wee).  It  Is  of  the  same  species 
as  the  emu  of  Aubtralia'  and  the 
rhea  of  the  Mlands  to  the  north  of 
that  continent.  The  caseowary  of 
South  /merlca  la  another  relative. 
The  Kiwi  cannot  fly  as  Its  wings  are 
too  short,  but  Its  HwlftiiesH  on  foot  la 
I  ema I  kalile  It  Is  abinit  the  size  of  a 
turkey.  Tho  body  la  atout  and 
n  uscular  and  tapers  by  degrees  to 
the  head.  There  is  no  tall.  At  tbe 
tip  of  the  long  flealbla  bUI.  tha 
nqatrlls  open  out — an  arrangement 
Which  differs  frdm  aky  other  species 
of  bird.  The  legs  are  strong  and  end 
In  three  powerful  claws.  The  plu- 
mage Is  dull  frrey  In  color.  It  la 
loose  .ind  the  feiithers  terminate  In 
line  hail  liki-  lllanienl.s  The  Kiwi 
eate  Inaectt*  anil  worms  and  foragee 
for  Its  food  at  night.  It  makee  its 
neet  among  roots  or  rocka,  laying  one 
or  two  Urge  eggs  on  the  bare  ground. 
Thia  strange  bird  la  praotieally 
extinct. 

Penguins,  tbough  *not  native,  como 
in  largo  numbers  to  the  beachee  for 
short  neriods  They  live  chiefly  on 
tlnh  and  make  a  strange  sound  !lke 
.1  lialo's  (  ry  The  penKUUi  bas 
beautiful  while  plumage.  weldied 
feet  and  flippers  like  those  of  a  seal. 

The  cuckoo,  a  migratory  bird  with 
a  sweet  song,  is  a  welcon.e  visitor 
in  Spring.  Parakeeta  of  different 
varieties  Inhabit  the  daaply  woodod 
parts  of  the  Islands. 

The  New  Zealand  robin  Is  vory 
small,  has  a  bright  red  breast  aad  Is 
entirely  different  from  the  robin  of 
Hritlsh   I     1  inlila. 

Then  ..i.  sniill  birds — eparrows, 
blueliir<l.s  '.  .'It'.'  .h  and  wraS,  hVt 
many  of  thes'-  .ne  imported. 

The  natives  are  afraid  of  the  New 
Zealand  owl  which  Is  a  dark  brown 
shade  of  color  and  aulte  common.

The  blanket-clad 
chiefs  and  their  dusky  famlliea  weta 
freijiient  visitore  at  the  home  of  the 
big  white  chief.  They  and  their 
people  learaed  to  helleve  and  to  triMt 
him.  Ha  never  promised  anything 
that  he  did  not  perform.  He  saw 
that  their  wants  were  relieved  and 
their  wrongs  righted.  This  white 
man  went  nniong  the  red  men  as 
their  friend,  and  It  was  with  sorrow 
that  they  parted  from  him  when  his 
term  of  ofhce  waa  over.  He,  too. 
passed  away  in  the  fullness  of  years, 
and  la  remembered,  as  the  ThU 
White  Chief  who  never  breka  Ma 
word.
